pleted in 1839. In 1890 was appointed 
consulting engineer to the bureau of 
yards and docks. During this service 
he designed the Puget Sound dry dock, 
which is regarded as the best timber 
dry dock ever built in this country; ia 
fact, it is the only dock combining a 
concrete and masonry entrance with a 
timber lining.

Admiral Endicott is a man competent 


to judge and when he says that the new 
dock here will be second to none in 
the world our people are satisfied thai 
it will be. At the time ho was appoint- 
ed chief of bureau, the New York Trib- 
une said of him editorially: 


The appointment today of Civil En- 


gineer Mordecai T. Sadicott, United 
States navy, as chief of the bureau of 
yards and docks, for the term of four 
years, transfers much of the important 
work of the navy from the control of 
the naval line to the staff, and rec- 
ognizes 
the 
responsibility 
for en- 


gineering operations of the naval shore 
plants as devolving upon a tecbn;cally 
proficient officer, who has been practi- 
cally in charge of those improvements 
for several years. 
The innovation, 


which has been favorably considered by 
Secretary Long's 
predecessors, but 


abandoned by them at the last moment 
in^every instaace.is of particular interest 
at this time, when many dry docks are 
to be boilt and the navy yards are to be 
thoroughly modernized. Mr. Endicott 
has shown conspicuous professional 
ability during his term of service, bnt 
he has been constantly hampered by the 
lock of technical knowledge of his im- 
mediate superior, and confidence is ex- 
pressed that, with his promotion, a new 
era will be noticeable at the naval «la- 
tions. 


The place to which he has been ap- 


pointed has always been considered one 
of the moat influential in the navy, and 
yards and Jocks has been the only bu- 
reau whieh has never before had a chief 
with'lower rank than captain. Mr. En- 
dioott'g predecessors were almost inva- 
riably the highent ranking officers on 
duty in Washington, many of them 
retching the grade of rear admiral while 
holding the place. The roll is as fol- 
lows: Commodore Lewis Warrington, 
1842 to 1846; Commodore (afterward 
Bear Admiral) Joseph Smith, from 1846 
to 1869, serving in the place for twenty- 
two years; Captain (afterward Bear Ad- 
miral) Daniel Ammen, from 1809 to 
1871; Commodore (afterward Bear Ad- 
miral) 0.

without any discomfort to the youn? 
naturalist. You can Imy this, but you 
can also mnke one very easily at home. 
TftKo a common piece of glass tubing 
and place it over a flame, turning it 
constantly in your fingers. When tht 
glass is red rot draw it out gradually 
until it reaches a fine point. Then, in 
the middle of tli<> tube, 
or near the 


pointed end, blow a bulb. 
This you 


can do very easily by burning the glass 
red hot at the place whore yci] want 
the bulb to appear, and then blowing 
in one end and stopping up the other 
end. 
When you have done this you have 


a pipette of your own make, and it 
will prove quite as serviceable as any 
you can buy. 
Of course, when you 


suck the inside of the egg it goes in 
the bulb which can bt> easily washed 
out afterward. 
Another thing 
you 


want to provide yourself with at this 
time is a pair of climbers. Go to any 
blacksmith and get him to niaEe you 
a couple of pieces of iron a Ifftlo less 
than the distance between your knee 
rap and your ankle.

'Klcctric Sforin 1n Kingston. 


KIngtsou, N. Y., Aug. 7.— An electric 


storm, accompanied by heavy rain, 
visited this city, and in severity was 
almost equal to that of last Wednes- 
day, 
when the record of severe storms 


•\va's broken. Streets were flooded and 
cellars filled with water. Lightning 
struck the residence of President U.

Mormon elders, attracted to Kentucky 
by the stories of the Clay, Leteher and 
Bell county feuds, and statements that 
the feud leaders would emigrate to the 
Went, have invaded southeastern Ken- 
tucky and eastern Tennessee in an ef- 
fort, to convert the fi,gh,tors and induce 
them 'to settle In Utah. 


Pineville is BOW full of elders, but, 


while none have been attacked, they 
aro meeting strong opposition. In the 
mountains it Is different. Elders have 
been mobbed and told to depart on 
pain of death. Near this city a Mor- 
mon church was entered and after 
wrecking the building the mountain- 
eers attacked tho elders with clnbs. 


Two were badly beaten aud fled. 
Twenty elders In all have been at- 


tacked, and the jjeople have given them 
tlie regular "three times warning" to 
go. 


After the attack on the two elders 


near here, President liich of the South- 
ern Mormon Mission sent thirty more 
elders into the mountains and de- 
clared that if the Church of Utah had 
to spend $2,000,000 its elders should 
ha\e protection in the- Kentucky and 
Tennessee mountains. 


These elders have been told not to 


leave their literature at mountain 
farm houses, but against the wish of 
the householders are entering yards 
and placing tracts on the doorsteps. 
The people aro aroused to an unusual 
degree, and now that the feuds have 
subsided may take a turn at the Mor- 
mons. 
President Rich has demanded protec- 


tion at the hands of the Kentucky au- 
thorities foi? his elders, but as Gover- 
nor Bradley, with the entire State mil- 
itia, has been unable to control the 
mountain people with the feuds, it is 
not likely that ho will take a hand In 
the Mormon campaign.

Like a flash it ohm 
the air and then stopped. A fractioua 
part of an inch separated the swore 
from the victim's nock.

gently the executioner brought the 
weapon down until it just touched the 
traitor's neck. Then, as it is a crime tc 
kill a man in San Francisco, he stop- 
ped. He brought the sword to his side 
again, turned to the jugdes and said: 
"The culprit is dead." 


The newly executed got on his feet 


and said something to the judge. The 
judge did not heed— for the culprit 
was dead. He tried to speak to the 
Chinamen, who were hurrying from 
the hall But he spoke to deaf ears. 
To all intents and purpose he was a 
dead man. 


He made his way into the street, 


and the first thing that caught his eye 
was a hugh poster proclaiming to all 
Chinatown that lie had been executed 
that evening. No one would speak to 
him, no one. look at him— he was a 
dead man— just as dead as if the exe- 
cutioner's sword had in reality de- 
scended. 
For a whole week that man wan- 


dered about Chinatown, the posters 
proclaiming his execution staring him 
in the face at every turn. Not a crust 
of bread could he beg — not a mouth- 
ful of water. His people knew him 
as dead—he was past, gone, buried. 


And so one day he wandered up into 


the American portion of San Fran- 
cisco and stole a revolver from a mes- 
senger boy, who was showing it to 
some companions. Then he ran down 
into Chinatown, sat down on the pave- 
ment beneath one of his own death 
notices and blew the addled brains out 
of his poor CWnesc head.

rested or prevented from continuing 
Iheir journey. General Jimiuez said 
lie wns ill Satiirday, but on account of 
[ho many visitors whom ho received 
later, it was believed that some move- 
ment was on foot. One thing is cer- 
tain, and that is that ho has gone, tak- 
ing his baggago with him. as did also 
Liis companions. Tho authorities are 
making a close investigation in order 
to discover in which direction the 
party went. 


More Gold Certificates. 


Washington, Aug. 7.—Tho Treasury 


Department has made requisition upon 
the Bureau of Engraving and Printing 
of gold certificates to tho amount of 
$10.000.000 in denominations of $20 
each. Tho treasurer now holds a large 
unissued supply of ccrtiflcatos of the 
larger denominations. It is tlio evi- 
dent intention of tho Treasury Depart- 
ment to lio in a position to Issue gold 
certificates freely for gold coin should 
the fall movement of currency load to 
a demand at tho Treasury for gold cer- 
tificates in exchange for gold coin- It 
is to bo noted that while gold coins can 
be freely had in denominations of fives 
and tens, the law restricts tho issue of 
gold certificates to denominations of 
$20 or multiples thereof. It is a de- 
batable question, therefore, whether 
gold certificates will adequately meet 
tho demand for money of small de- 
nominations. 


Spelling a Place of Refuge. 


London, Aug. 7.—Interesting infor- 


mation comes from tho British North 
Borneo Company to tho effect that it 
has received a request from the Phil- 
ippines asking tho company to lease or 
sell to the Filipinos Banguey Island, 
just south of Palawan Island. It is 
only sparsely inhabited by natives. 
The Filipinos \yho aro engineering the 
deal say that in case of their defeat 
Aguiualdo and other leadei-s, with a 
large section of the Filipinos, may 
settle at Baniruoy, under British pro- 
tection and the company's rule. The 
Board is now considering-the question, 
but it is understood the company is not 
averse to leasing the island on very 
favorable terms being offered.

Time Charged With Treason. 


Hennes, France, Aujg. 7.—THlg city 


was astir at an early hour this morn- 
ing and a large crowd was present at 
the military prison to see Cant. Drey- 
fus inarch out under guard to"{be Balle 
des Fetes, where his second scourt- 
martlal on the charge of treason was 
opened shortly after seven o'clock. 
Colonel Picquart and General Mercler, 
who was Minister of War when Drey- 
f us was condemned, were in the -room 
when the prisoner entered. 'Dreyfus 
looked careworn but gave no/'$>utward 
expression of fear or. iineaslnese. He 
was conducted to the court room in 
the Lycee between a double row of 
gendarmes and did not look to the 
right or to the left, but kept bis head 
erect and maintained his military bear- 
ing until seated in the prisoner's dock. 
Dreyfus %\as also accompanied by his 
attorney. Nothing of an Important 
nature transpired at the morning ses- 
sion, but developments of an interest- 
ing nature are looked for at any mo- 
ment. 


The authorities are apparently be- 


coming anxious regarding tbe main- 
tenance of tranquility during the .trial, 
owing to the invasion of the town by a 
crowd of anti-Dreyfusard 
agitators, 


and heoric police measures have been 
taken to insure peace.

Death Along Their Trail. 


Hermosillo, Mcx., Aug. 7.—The Mex- 


ican Government anticipated tbe In- 
dian outbreak and had* been making 
heavy shipments of war material-Into 
the Stato of Sonora for two months. 
On tho other hand, the Yaquis had 
been preparing for the conflict for two 
years. The Government will place 10,- 
000 men in the iiold if necessary. The 
rebellious Yaquis now number four 
thousand well-armed warriors. Sixty 
Indians were killed in the fight Satur- 
day, and twice that number wounded. 


Tho telegraph wiros between1 Vlcan 


and Potam have been cut by the rebels, 
aud the troops are without communi- 
cation with headquarters. 


It is authoritatively reported that the 


Indians have slaughtered both women 
and children, and that many Ameri- 
can prospectors in the mountain re- 
gions have been slaughtered. 


The war so far as it has proceeded 


is one of unparalleled cruelty on the 
part of tho Indians, and it is as much 
uncalled for as it is cruel. .Whole fam- 
ilies have been murdered in the most 
fiendish manner, and settlors are iu a 
panic stricken stato in every locality. 
Hundreds of head of cattle and horses 
have been killed or driven., away, by 
the warring tribo. The Indians are 
well acquainted with tho country and 
krow Just where to operate in order 
that thoir depredation* vrill yiold the 
proper x-csults, aud this is the way 
they aro carrying on tlitttr .warfare.' 
They skulk around, keeping away ffoin* 
the troops as much as possible, 'and 
slaughter indiscriminately, any and all 
peoplo they come in contact with. It is 
positively known that more than 200 
peoplo have already boon mucdered 
and it is feared that many more out- 
rages of a like character will be on- 
acted before tho troops can successful- 
ly end tho uprising.

She Only Kind of Money Seldom 


deemed By the Government. 


'&. recent article regarding the num- 


ber of large copper cents outstanding, 
»nd apparently out of circulation, sug- 
gests that this is the only kind of Unit- 
ed States money of which a large num- 
ber of pieces have never been re- 
deemed by the Government, yet they 
seldom appear in the channels of trade. 
To the 118,405,051 pieces of copper 
cent may be added 7,985,222 half-cent 
pieces coined, not one of -which has 
reached the Government melting pot, 
or is now held by the Treasury; almost 
3,000,000 bronze two-cent pieces, 1,000,- 
000 three-cent silver pieecn, and almost 
as many of the three-cent nickel. Of 
the over $10,000,000 outstanding frac- 
tional currency little more than $1,000,- 
000 is held by the banks of the coun- 
try, and large sums are represented 
in the outstanding early issues of 
greenbacks which are never seen in 
circulation. To this list may be added 
almost a half million twenty-cent 
pieces. 4,000,000 Columbian half-dol- 
lars. 40,000 Columbian quarter-dollars, 
and several hundred thousand trade 
dollars that 
Avere never expected. 


Where are the 19,000,000 gold dollars 
and the half-million three-dollar gold 
pieces? It is well to suppose that a 
portion has been destroyed, entered in- 
to jewelrj rernelted for the gold, or 
passed from the country, but this rep- 
resents only a minor portion, and what 
has become of the balance is a puzzling 
question to many. To the numisrnatolr 
ogist the question is not so puzzling; 
catalogue the uncirculating money 
'leld by the coin collector and dealer 
and the puzzle is almost solved. The 
writer knows of country hamlets 
where a thousand old coppers or as 
many pieces of "shin-plaster" are kept 
and prized by individuals. Just as soon 
as the coinage of a coin is discon- 
tinued the collector and dealer begins 
Holding them, which contributes more 
rapidly to their disappearing from cir- 
culation than does Government re- 
lernption and remeltlng. The forego- 
in? refers to entire issues, coinage of 
which has been discontinued. If our 
disappearing monej, :is a whole,, is 
3onsiflered,, one may add the varieties, 
Jates of limited coinage, etc., that ap- 
aeal to the iiumismntologist, that have 
jeeu quickly retired from circulation.

>ug dates prior to 1840 is at issue, yet 
little of it enters into everyday busi-

"Hot Water" In Arluuun*. 


By an act of Congress passed in 


April, 1832, when Arkansas WM etlll a 
territory, the Hot Springs, with. four 


or Jand, wtre net aside for the 


future disposal of the United States. 
By the act of March, 1877, the appoint- 
ment of commissioners was authorized 
to lay out into lots and streets certain 
tracts of land in Garland county, a 
part of the Hot Springs Reservation. 
TJho levying of a special tax on water 
tftken from the hot springs was Author- 
ized, the money arising from water 
rents to be used in improvement of the 
reservation. By the act of June, 1880, 
those divisions" of the Hot Springs Res- 
ervation known as North Mountain, 
West Mountain and Sugar Loaf Moun- 
tain were dedicated to public use as 
parks on a permanent reservation, ag- 
gregating 900 acres. 


The hot water issues from the base 


and side of the Hot Springs Mountain, 
and the, actual quantity is not known; 
that which is under control and being 
used to supply the bath-houses amounts 
to about 600,000 gallons daily, and the 
amount collected and passed through 
the Impounding reservoir about 350,000, 
making a total quantity of hot water 
under control of about 950,000 gallons 
daily. The hot springs are not only 
under Government control, but are di- 
rectlv managed by the United States 
Government, which has an investment 
in. them in excess of $500,000. As Shown 
by the last published Treasury report, 
the total receipts from bath-houses 
and hot water rent at the hot springs 
for the fiscal year ended July 1, was 
$18.171. 
The disbursements by su- 


perintendent for salaries, superintend- 
ence, repairs, fuel, lights and water 
(cold) were $12,388, This represented 
a profit to the United States of $6,000. 


A large number of the patrona of the 


hoc spilngs are indigent persons who, 
unable to pay ordinary hotel charges or 
to avail themselves of the paid bathing 
opportunities, are supplied free. There 
is, moreover, a free dispensary under 
the direction of a United States Army 
surgeon. The total number of patrons 
Is about 5.000 a day, though the facili- 
ties of the hot springs allow, as at 
present arranged, for 8,000. 


The hotel bath-houses In Hot Springs 


are not run by the Government direct- 
ly, but are sublet to Individual pro- 
pi JetorB, and the name course is adopt- 
ed with the baths not connected with 
hotels, the policy of the Government 
being to operate so far as1 practicable 
the hot springs without loss and with- 
out any large profit By act of Con- 
gress passed In October, 1888, $31,000 
vas apropriated for providing a system 
of reservoirs, piping and pumps nec- 
essary to the collection and economical 
distribution of hot water from the hot 
springs. Pursuant to this authority 
contracts for the work were let. All 
bath-houses on the reservation are sup- 
plied by- gravity, and those off the res- 
ervation where not supplied by gravity, 
are required to pump the hot water 
from the impounding reservoir at their 
own expense. 


It is supposed popularly that many 


of the "outside ventures" of Uncle Sam 
are unprofitable, but the fact is that 
ho makes a considerable profit on some 
of them, $170,000 a ywr ton the Patent 
Office, .$3,500,000 from the operations 
of (he Mint, 'and *a considerable sum 
from the sale and leases Qf public lands. 


Odd Accidental Deaths. 


A. strange case of accidental death 


Is recorded by the London Standard. A 
man wont to bed excessively drunk and 
was found dead in the morning. The 
natural conclusion was, of course, that 
he had died from alcoholic poisoning, 
but the doctor who made the post-mor- 
tem was not satisfied as to this. He 
re-examined the body, and found over 
the region of the heart a tiny hole 
like a pin prick. On investigating to 
find a cause for this puncture there 
was found in the mattress an old rusty 
needle. 
The man had gone to bed 


very drunk, and his condition had pre- 
vented him from feeling the prick of 
the needle which penetrated his heart 
and caused death. 


Another accident, equally remarkable, 


was caused by a snake of a harmless 
epecies. A man was but shooting when 
he saw a snake, and in order to stop 
it getting away lie placed the butt of 
his rifle on its neck and thus pinned 
It tn the ground. Naturally the snake 
objected and in Its struggles to free 
itself coiled around the gun-stock, one 
of the coils striking the hammer., which 
was down on the cap at the time, so 
forcibly thai the rifle was discharged. 
The contents enteied the man's chest 
and he was killed on the spot. 


A third case of accidental death is 


that of a man killed by inhaling tooth 
powder. He chanceft to hiccough just 
as he was placing a brush full of dry 
ppwder in his mouth. The dust got into 
his windpipe and "ormed a species of 
paste, which caused his death by suffo- 
cation in a short time.

the possession of Dr. Joseph C. Thomp- 
son, of the United States (navy. This 
reptile was purchased by Dr. Thomp- 
son in South Africa. 
It was then in 


possession of some professional snake 
charmers. After it had left their hands 
it was made to go through a lively 
performance without 
the accompani- 


ment of the wierd music of the fakir. 


The operation of making the cobra 


dance is very simple. The reptile has 
the characteristic habit of elevating 
the forward part of the body from the 
ground when annoyed, spreading its 
neck or hood and glaring fiercely at the 
object of its anger. 
When in this po- 


sition it keen ejes watch eagerly for 
a chance to deliver a deadly blow, ob- 
serving every movement of the object 
or person in front of it. If one mov- 
es, no matter how slightly, there is a 
corresponding nervous movement on 
the part of the snake. Here the entire 
secret of the snake dance Is explained. 
When the Hindoo opens the snake bas- 
ket the cobra rises ominously to their 
peculiar position of defense. 
He now 


commands the snakes to dance, at the 
same time beginning a lively tune up- 
on his flute, and swaying his body from 
Bide to side in time to the music. The 
nervous cobras follow 
the motion of 


the supposed charmer 
They are not 


dancing to the music, but, Intensely an- 
gered, are seeking to revenge them- 
selves upon their human captor. 


The snake charming act of the be- 


spangled female with the giant boas 
and pythons at the circus, is even more 
simple, says the New York Times. The 
large snakes used In these exhibitions 
are in the first place of a harmless 
nature. 
Secondly, they are most in- 


offensive In their habits. 
The lazy 


boa will He for hours or days motion- 
less In Its cage, when suddenly awak- 
ened from a long nap Is utterly indif- 
ferent to what is going on around it. 
After a few weeks In captivity these 
huge reptiles become very tamor and 
seem to enjoy being handled with one 
familiar with their movements. 
The 


chief requisites of a "snake chamber" 
are great deliberation and sufficient 
nerve to handle a 10-foot boa, or ana- 
conda without the slightest 
hesita- 


tion. 
A nervous movement is apt to 


annoy the snake and cause it to bite, 
while if treated gently and handled 
with movements corresponding to its 
sluggist habits, it evinces the utmost 
good nature.

arge, snakes coiling themselves around 
he object of their annoyance and dem- 
anstratlng in an exceedingly uncom- 
ortable, if not dangerous manner the 
power of their 
scaly 
bodies^. 
This 


jharacteristic is popularly supposed to 
be commonly resorted to by the "boa 
constrictor," but the idea is purely er- 
roneous and originates from an aver- 
sion to the serpent race from which 
have sprung innumerable fallacies and 
superstitions.

CATPHINQ THE SARDINE. 


Curious Thing* About a Largo 


Profitable Fishery, 


The sardine fishing season begins ear- 
ly in June, and Is successful in places 
alone the Atlantic coast and on Puget 
Sound. The coast of Norway and Brit- 
tany in France, ar* the scenes of the 
heaviest takes, and th« grade of sar- 
dines obtained there Is superior. 


As soon as the fishermen notices 


shoals of porpoises or flocks of seagulls 
oft shore sail is made immediately, for 
the sardine it there. 


A, curious thing about this kind oC 


fishing Is that one rarely sees a living 
sardine out of the water. 
The fish 


make a little squeak when taken from 
the water, and die Instantly. 
Of the 


250 or 300 fishing boats fitted out at 
Belle Isle about 200 belong to Palais 
and the others to Sauzon. 


It is in these two ports that the 


French fishermen sell their fish. An 
ordinary catch of sardines gives to each 
boat from 8,000 to 10,000 fish, and the 
price is regulated by the quantity 
Drought in by the first comers. 
Seven 


francs a thousand is a fair price. 


During the sardine season about 300 


women and fifty men anxiously await 
the arrival of the first boats. 
If there 


are no fish there is no work for them. 
When the news arrives that the boats 
have their welcome cargoes the women 
in their picturesque costumes, rush to 
the cannery like a flock of frightened 
sheep, and each takes her place m 'the 
great room where the fish undergo 
their first preparation. 


Here the sardines are spread upon 


the table and sprinkled with salt. Then 
they are cleaned, and when that oper- 
ation is finished they are sorted by little 
boys and carried into another part of 
establishment, where they are put in 
pickle. 


After this the flab are washed and 


placed one by one, with great care, 
upon wire nets, called "grills," and 
put out to dry In the open air. 
If the 


weather is wet or even foggy this op- 
eration is impossible, and the fish 
spoil and become worthless, except for 
fertilizing. 


The tins in which the sardines are 


then packed are carried to the oiling 
room, where the last manipulation con- 
sists of filling them with oil. 
It is in 


this part of the establishment that the 
tomato sauce and the spices are placed 
in the boxes which give to the French 
preparation of sardines their universal 
renown. 


In any one of the above important 


establishments the sardines are pre- 
pared and exported ten hours 
after 


coming out of the water. 
Gourmets 


should never eat newly-prepared sar- 
dines. 
They have neither the per- 


fume nor the flavor of those which 
have lain In the boxes for a year. 


Arctic Clothing. 


The sleeping bag Is made of the win- 


ter skins of the deer sewed together, 
with the hair turned in, long enough 
for a man to lie at full length inside, 
and fitted with a flap to haul over the 
head after getting in. The boots are 
made of the skin from the legs of the 
deer, the hair outside, while the soles 
are the hide of t,he oogrook, or large 
hair seal. Inside the boots are worn 
deerskin socks, with the hair next the 
feet, and inside these again are worn 
one and sometimes two pairs of heavy 
woollen socks. 
The shirt, or parkic, 


is made of the summer skins of the 
deer, these being lighter, and is double 
—that Is, It is ically two parkles in one, 
so that there is hair next the body and 
outside as well. 
It Is fitted with a 


hood, which is trimmed around the face 
with wolfskin, for the hair of that ani- 
mal being long and course, it affords ex- 
cellent protection from the cold and 
biting winds. 
The trousers are gener- 


ally single, and made of the thick win- 
ter skins, with the hair turned out. 


Deerskin combines two very essential 


properties—it is very warm and very 
light; in fact, the double parkie does 
not weigh any more than the average 
double-breasted sack coat of civiliza- 
tion, and our sleeping-bags weighed on- 
ly twelve pounds. Our hand covering 
consisted of deerskin mittens, 
with 


woolen gloves or mittens inside, so that 
when it became necessary to work 
around the sled or adjust the dog har- 
ness, the clumsy deer mit could be 
slipped off, says Harper's Magazine, 
and the hands still be protected by the 
woollen gloves.

Dewey many years ago contemplated 
the assault and capture of the Philip- 
pine capital, and had the necessity aris- 
en he would have probably accom- 
plished it then as successfully as he did 
last year, although ho would not have 
had a largo Spanish fleet to contend 
with. 


In 1873 Admiial Dewey,who was then 


a commander, was in command of the

1,1873 


The Narragansett was ou surveying 


duty when the Virginius trouble was 
precipitated and a war with Spain 
seemed imminent. 


Dewey wrote to the navy department 


authorities requesting that iu case war 
was declared he shoud be assigned to 
the duty of capturing Manila. The 
peaceful settlement of the Virginius 
controversy prevented his desire being 
acceded to, but the interesting fact is 
that the doughty officer had his eye on 
Manila over a quarter of a century ago> 
and when the Olympia steamed into the 
harbor last year, he doubtless remem- 
bered his aspirations of the olden time 
and must have felt gratified according- 
ly that his long deferred hopes were at 
Last accomplished.
